There is no longer any doubt that the 
coming administration, which will be in 
power next week, will reverse the assinine 
policy toward Cuba which has disgraced 
the one just closing and has sent Cleveland 
and Olney and the whole monarchial ca- 
boodle now dominating the white house 
into oblivion. Sherman says so, and Sher- 
man knows. His vigorous action in the 
senate during the last few days means 
that the next secretary of state will insist 
on the upholding of treaty rights. 

And that means everything. 

Mieembers of congress today are making 
wagers that our warships will be riding at 
anchor in the harbor of Havana within 
thirty days, and no one doubts that here- 
after Spain’s murder of American citizens 
will be sharply and effectually stopped. It 
is difficult to tell how strong here is 
the feeling of relief that so few more days 
of Clevelandism exist. It is a pathetic but 
positive fact that the admjnistration is 
dying without a friend or mourner at its 
bedside. Cleveland goes out of office rich 
in money, but poor in everything else. 

SENATE WANTS WAR. 

The senate is now the real »xecutive 
force of the nation, for Cleveland will do 
nothing .in Cuban matters and Oiney is 
too angry with Consul General Lee to do 
more than assert that Lee is still const], 
although both are ready to quit. The few 
fool newspapers who continue to deny that 
Lee's resignation fs now on file in the state 
department, just because they did not get 
the news in the beginning, are lauxhed 
at even by the state department clerks. It 
is an evidence of moribund journalism that 
I am given to understand especially inter- 
ests Atlanta's citizens at the present time.

SPANIARDS LOSE 500. 


Most Important Battle in Months in 
Cuba Is Won by the Insurgents 
Under General Gomez. 
Havana, February 25.—La Lucha, com- 
menting on the report from New York an- 
nouncing Consul General Lee’s resigna- 
tion, pretends to explain the cause of his 
contemplated retirement from office. It 


says that General Lee’s position would be’ 


untenable with the advent of the McKinley 
administration, and he wished to anticipate 
a possible intimation he might receive from 
Mr. McKinley that his resignation would 
be accepted. 

The same paper contains an editorial dis- 
cussion of the action of the correspondent 
of El Liberal. of Madrid. in going to see 
the rebel commander-in-chief, Maximo Go- 
mez, in his camp. The Lucha praises it as 
a journalistic feat. but strongly criticises 
the step, as it says it places the govern- 
ment in a grave position in view of the 
fact that Sylvester Scovel, an American 
correspondent, is now imprisoned for ‘‘com- 
mitting the same crime.” 

RETURN STO THE UNITED STATES. 

Consul Gieneral Lee has obtained the 
consent of Marquis de Ahumada, who is 
now acting in the place of Captain General 
Weyler, to the return to his former home 
in the United States of Mrs. Rodiquez, who 
was recently arrested in Puerto Principe 
because her husband was a rebel. The 
Venezuelan general, Fernando Alvarez, and 
three other men who were arrested in a 
boat from a filibustering expedition a year 
ago, have been tried by courtmartial at 
Santiago de Cuba and sentenced to life im- 
prisonment. 

The lawyer who has been acting for 
Tulio Sanguilly, the American citizen who 
is now under sentence of life imprisonment,

Corrected details of the lynching of the 
negro, Charley Brown, at Soddy last night 


were received today. 
Yesterday afternoon as Miss Lillian Wal- 


ker, the pretty, eighteen years old step- 
daughter of H. D. Varner, a highly re- 
spected farmer living near Soddy, was go0- 
ing home, having been to a neighbor’s 
house, she was grabbed at a lonely spot 
by Brown, a negro, who told her not to 
scream and drew a pistol. The girl, after 


a fearful struggle, freed herself from his 
grasp and ran screaming down the road. 

The negro fled and hilina barn. He was 
soon surrounded by a posse of officers. 
Deputy John Sadler went up in the loft, 
and when his head projected above the 
ladder he was fatally shot by Brown. 

The negro was arrested and a mob quick- 
ly formed and took the trembling wretch 
from the officers’ hands and swung him to 
a tree. 

Negro miners are _ highly incensed 
over the lynching of Brown and have forim- 
ed a mob and threaten vengeance on the 
lynchers. Serious trouble is expected.

Colonel A. E. Buck, of Atlanta, will eith- 
er be registrar of the treasury, or he will 
occupy some other similar position in 
Washington under the incoming adminis- 
tration, 

Colonel Buck will not be an applicant for 
th eMexican mission, nor for any foreign 
mission or consulate. Powell Clayton, of 
Arkansas, has been booked for the Mexican 
mission, and Colonel Buck does not care 
to go any further away from Georgia than 
the City of Mexico. Had there been any 
ither first-class mission as near home as 
Mexico Colonel Buck would have been an 
applicant for it. He wanted to go to Mex- 
ico, but found that Powell Clayton had the 
inside track and did not apply for that 
mission. 

There are two reasons why Buck will go 
to Washington, the first of whieh is that 
McKinley has expressed a desire to have 
him there; and the second, that it suits him 
to go there. 

THEY WANT HIM. 

It is the desire of the leading politicians 
of the incoming administration that Colo- 
nel Buck be located somewhere within 
easy reach of his base of political action. 
McKinley’s friends recognize the fact that 
without Buck the state of Georgia would 
have been carried by the anti-McKinley 
combination in advance of the presidential 
nomination. Colonel Buck's strength as a 
political factor in Georgia is fully under- 
stood, and it is feared that, if he is given 
an appointment that carries him too far 
away from home the opponents of McKin- 
ley may cause trouble in the republican 


ranks. 

While it is probable that he will be regis- 
trar of the treasury, it is by no means 
certain. But it is absolutely certain that 
Colonel Buck will. be appointed to a good 
position in the city of Washington. Colonel 
Buck was first slated for the position of 
recorder of deeds, but developments soon 
demonstrated the fact that the appointment 
would create an earthquake among the 
saffron-hued republicans. 

PULL WITH NEGROES. 

This position has been filled under three 
administrations by negroes, and they con- 
sider the place pre-empted for a colored 
occupant. Since Buck is a tower of strength 
among the colored republicans, he could not 
be placed in a position of opposition to 
their claim, and his name was according- 
ly not used in this connection. The position 
of registrar of the treasury, now filled by 
Tillman, of Tennessee, is of about equal 
importance to that of recorder of deeds, the 
salary being approximately the same.

TURKS ARE DEEPLY CHAGRINED 


English Papers Welcome the Auton-

London. February 26.—The Chronicle pub- 
lishes an interview with King George of 
Greece. His majesty declared that he was 
unable to express his profound astonish- 
ment and grief that the representatives 
of the Christian powers had permitted the 
Turks to employ as a military base a place 
in which they had taken protec*ion, and 
that for the purpose of imposing neutrality 
and peace also they had caused cannons to 
be fired on a Christian people who had 
been driven and massacred into a struggle 
for life and liberty. 

The Chronicle’s correspondent <4ays he 
is authority to state that Greece is pre- 
pared to pledge herself to fully accept the 
decision of the Cretans if the question of 
the union of Crete with Greece be sub- 
mitted to a plebiscite. 

The correspondent further says that the 
rumors of a ministerial crisis are untrue, 
though the war minister, Colonel Emo- 
lentz, will probably retire. 


IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


The Attitude of the Liberals on the 
Cretan Question Expressed by 
Francis Stevenson. 


London, February 26.—The Cretan situa- 
tion was about the only topic of conversa- 
tion in the lobby of the hcuse of commons 
last night. 

The conservatives, as in duty bound, up- 
held the government’s scheme, but many 
of the liberals declared that Lord Salis- 
bury’s proposal would not have the effect 
of settling the trouble. 

They held that Greece would resist the 
pressure brought against her, or if she 
did not, half of the Greek army of occw- 
pation now in Crete would desert and join 
the insurgents in their warfare against 
the Moslems. The insurrection would soon 
spread to the mainland and in a short time 
the whole of Macedonia would be aflame 
against the Turks. 

Mr. Francis R. Stevenson, M. P., and 
chairman of the Anglo-Armenian Associa- 
tion, declared that he believed that such 
result would follow the adoption of Lord 
Salisbury’s proposals and that in so declar- 
ing he voiced the opinion of the Right Hon. 
James Bryce, an ex-liberal minister and a 
well-known writer on international sub- 
jects. 


AUTONOMY WELCOMED. 


This Solution of the Question Is Con- 
sidered To Be the Best One Pos- 
sible in England. 

London, February 2.—The Daily News 
in its comments tomorrow on the latest de- 
velopments in the Cretan trouble, while 
welcoming the broad fact of autonomy be- 
ing granted to the island, will emphasize 
the necessity of a searching examination 
into the details, especially the proposal 
that the Greek troops shall be withdrawn 

prior to the Turkish troops. 

This proposal, the paper declares, must 
be reconsidered unless the international 
forces are ready to replace the Turkish 
garrisons. Apart from this, Greece having 
extorted a settlement from the powers, 
can bow to superior force without dis- 
loyalty to the Hellenic idea.

CHRISTIANS MAY NOT LEAVE. 


One Hundred and Fifty of Them Held 
as Hostage by the Moslems 
at Hierapetra. 


Canea, February 26.—On Monday last the 
Moslems at Hizrapetra, after their co- 
religionists in the vicinity of that place 
had been given a safe conduct to the town 
on condition thét the Christians fn the 
town be allowed to depart unmolested, 
broke the condition and held as hostages 
150 Christians. 

Efforts were made to obtain their re- 
lease, but the Moslems persisted in their 
refusal to let them leave, acting on the 
belief that their presence would prevent the 
insurgents from making arm attack on the 
town, as the latter knew that an attack 
would be the signal for the massacre of 
the helpless captives.

VENEZUELA 


President Crespo Sends a Message to 
the Congress Urging Its 
Acceptance. 


APPROVES OF ALL THE ITEMS

Michelena’s Virulent Attack Upon 
the Treaty Is Having Very 
Little Effect. 


HE CHARGES US WITH CONSPIRACY 


The Treaty Will Now Probably Be 
Promptly Ratified by the Congress 
of the South American Country—It 
Has Already Been Much Discussed 
by That Body. 


New York, February 26.—A special dis- 
patch to The Herald from Caracas, Vene- 
zuela, says: 

The message of President Crespo on the 
boundary line treaty negotiated by the 
United States with England was read to 
the Venezuelan congress yesterday. The 
message is in favor of the treaty in all 
its points and asks congress to give first 
consideration to the protocol, 

President Crespo argues that the proto- 
col is of the utmost importance to the 
country at large, and is urgent in his re- 
quest to congress to give careful considera- 
tion to the matter. 

Since congress convenéd on February 
20th, the treaty has been widely discussed, 
and though there remains some decided 
objection to it, principally that of Senator 
Michelena, who was formerly Venezuelan 
minister to England, the stand of President 
Crespo has won many friends for it. 

Senor Michelena’s recent virulent attack 
on the United States and his declaration 
that Secretary Olney had entered into a 
conspiracy with England against Vene- 
zuela have had little effect here. 


LANGUAGE OF THE TREATY 


DELAY CAUSED BY VENEZUELA’S 
REQUIRING SPANISH, 


Difficulty Found in Making an Exact 
Translation Into That Language 
and the Possibility of Dis- 
putes Arise. 


Washington, February 26.—An exasperat- 
ing obstacle to the prompt ratification of 
the Anglo-Venezuelan arbitration treaty 
has been encouhtered in a provision of 
Venezuela’s constitution necessitating the 
use of the Spanish Janguage in documents 
for consideration of the congress. 

When the convention was coicluded Feb- 
ruary 2d both the copies signed by the 
plenipotentiaries were in the Mnglish lan- 
gvege, this being deemed advisable, as 
the proceedings of the tribunal would be 
conducted in that: tongue. This departure 
from the customary rule of having treaties 
in the language of the countrics partici- 
pating has led to a delay that will; in all 
probability, postpone the exchange of rat- 
ifications for some time, thought it was 
thought every precaution had been taken 
to secure the epproval of the Venezuelan 
congress to the agreement before March 
4th. 

TRANSLATION HURRIED. 

With a view of expeditiously remedying 
the difficulty, a translation of the docu- 
Ment has been hurriedly but carefully 
made, and sent to England for Lord Salis- 
bury’s formal approval, Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote hesitating to assume so great a re- 
sponsibility alone, and a duplicate was for- 
warded to Caracas today by mail. 

If corrections are required by the British 
foreign office they will be cabled here and 
repeated to Caracas by the same method, 
but in any event it is thought unlikely that 
President Crespo will be able to lay the 
treaty before congress for at least another 
week, and fears “are expressed that the 
delay will be of much longer duration, 
on account of the exceeding precision re- 
quired in rendering article 4 of the treaty, 
which includes the memorandum of rules 
governing the arbitration agreed upon by 
Secretary Olney and Sir Julian Pauncefote 
to November 12th last. 

This memorandum, constituting the gist 
of the entire settlement, while perfectly 
clear in the English idiom, loses some of 
its exactness in Spanish. 

The belief is expressed, however, that 
Venezuela will not be able before the tri- 
bunal to dispute the English version.

The Oath Taken by Members of the 


Constitutional Committee Is In- 


quired Into and Small, an Ex-Con-

Washington, February 26—The house com- 
mittee on elections of president, vice pres- 
ident and members of congress today gave 
further hearing on the petitions present- 
ed go the house Murray, of South 
Carolina, making certain charges of fraud 
regarding the elections in that state under 
the new constitution, and requesting a 
congressional investigation of the matter. 

Mr. Wilson, democrat, of South Carolina, 
spoke on the legal aspects of the case, 
holding that congress had no right to in- 
vestigate. 

The mil kin the cotoanut, he said, was 
that Murray and his co-contestants 
desired their testimony to be backed up 
by evidence collected by congress. This 
they would use in the contested election 
case of Murray when brought before the 
house. 

He explained the requirements as to reg~ 
istration as being drawn in the interest of 
the illiterate. He did not approve of the 
plan of investigation suggested by Mur- 
ray. Under it the house only would be 
considered and a report. would be made to 
it. This would not be binding upon the 
senate. The proper procedure would be 
to have a joint committee investigation. 

MURRAY SPEAKS. 

Murray followed Mr. Wilson. He 
was not asking the investigation for his 
own benefit, but for the citizens of South 
Carolina. 

He made a successful contest before the 
house heretofore and his case for the next 
congress was alréady made up. 

If time were only given he would present 
to the house the petitions of 150,000 citizens 
from all sections of the stete, praying 
for a republican form of government, as 
was guaranteed them by the constitution. 

Mr. Tucker, democrat, of Virginia, asked 
if the people who had signed these memo- 
rials had been disfranchised. 

Murray replied that they had been, 
and added that peop!#“who had passed ex- 
aminations for school teachers had been 
treated in the same way, being classed with 
the illiterate. 

Under the present state of affairs thous- 
ands of negroes had been refused registra- 
tion. There was a deep seated conspiracy 
to deprieve a large portion of the citizens 
of his state of the right to vote In his 
district alone over 10,000 nd been reitsed 
registration. The only remedy was to ap- 
ply to congress for relief. The sufferers 
of the state thought it the duty of congress 
to investigate the matter, and :f in its pow- 
er to remedy it by legislation. 

NO RELIEF IN COURT. 

No relief could be obtained in the courts. 
If congress would make the investigation 
it would satisfy all concerned and they 
would accept the result as final and bind- 
ing. 

A question was asked as to the taking of 
the oath by the members of the constitu- 
tional convention, and Murray requested 
Smalls (ex-member of congress) and a 
member of the convention to answer Tt. 

Smalls said that when a portion of 
the delegates to the convention had taken 
the oath, Senator Tillman held thar it was 
unnecessary, and the roll call was suspend- 
ed and the matter referred to the juciciary 
committee. The committee reported that 
it was tnnecessary to take the oath. 

The committee adjourned un‘il tomorrow. 


MINING COMPANY SUED. 


Cullen and Newman Begin Action 
Against the Coal Creek Cor~- 
poration. 


Knoxville, Tenn., February 2. 
Special to The Evening Constitution. 

A suit has. begun here by Cullen and 
Newman, formerly owners of 1,500 shares 
of stock of the Coal Creek Mining and Man- 
ufacturing Company, against the corpora- 
tion, Charles M. McGhee, E. 8. Sanford, 
W. P. Chamberlain, of this city; Calvin B. 
Brice, John G. Mocre, 8. H. Keeland, John 
T. Martin and E. R. Chapman, of New 
York. 

In 1885 the ccrrpany held 90,000 acres of 
cecal lands near this city, which then paid 
a profit of $14,500 annually, since which 
time the property has paid well and in- 
creased in value and earning capacity. 
Over twenty-five coal mines are now on the 
land, all paying the highest royalty. The 
complainants allege that since 1885 ag 
has been no accounting of the property 
the minority stockholders, the delendana 
controlling affairs. 

Chamberlain, the treasurer, is required 
to show to the court the affairs of the com- 
pany. The defendants are the practical 
owners and bondholders of the Knoxville 
and Ohio railroad and haul the coal of the 
defendant company’s land, and they have 
tecome immensely wealthy, while the mi- 
nority stockholders of the Coal k com- 
pany have secured dividends only. 

A number of years ago the Poplar Creek 
Coal and Iron Company was organized, 
which company obtained 30,000 acres of the 
Coal Creek company, which, by the terms 
of a bill filed yesterday, is alleged to have 
been obtained by fraud, and a receiver is 
asked for.

The Chairman Tells Senator-Elect

Dr. Willlam Shaw Bowen, The New York 
World’s special correspondent here, has 
sent the following dispatch to his paper: 

Mark Hanna's visit has cheered Major 
McKinley greatly. They meet on the most 
familiar terms. The president-elect calls 
the chairman ‘‘Mark’’ and Hanna address- 
es McKinley as ‘‘Major” and “Old Man.” 

Hanna started for Cleveland at noon. 
He left the impression that he did not 
expect Colonel John J. MéCook, of New 
York, to visit Canton. 

There has been a deal of speculation 
over the origin of the movement for Mc- 
Cook. The facts are these: McCook vis- 
ited Mark Hanna and passed a day at 
the chairman’s private residence. Then 
the two journeyed to Canton and called 
on McKinley. There had been no consider- 
ation of McCook by the president-elect 
at that time. After McCook returned to 
New York, Major McKinley commenced 
to look into his availability. 

It is stated in Cleveland McCook came 
by Hanna’s desire, with a view of a pos- 
sible place, also that the sugar trust peo- 
ple desired ;him to be attorney general. 
Hanna has not hesitated to say that he 
strongly favored McCook. 

McCOOK’S VISIT. 

In summoning McCook to Canton subse- 
quently, McKinley acted independently. 
Hanna knew nothing about the visit until 
McCook had arrived. He was greatly pleas- 
ed over it. 

McKinley ascertained that McCook was 
not unfavorably regarded by the New Ycrk

Giving Ju:ige McKenna tho 
attorney generalship and McCoo the ‘me- 
rior portfolio, McKinley thought he had 
settled the difficulty. Two days ago th's 
was regarded in Canton as settled. Today 
it is said that McCook *as refused to ac- 
cept the interior office. 

Mark Hanna, however, told several per- 
sons here today, one of whom was Boies 
Penrose, senator-elect from Pennsylvania, 
that McCook was still to be considered as 
one of the new cabinet. McKinley is as 
silent as the grave on the subject. I hear 
the complete cabinet will not be Known 


until after he reaches Washington. 


This morning I held a long conversation 
with Mark Hanna, the senator that is to 
be. To say that he is jubilant is putting 
it mildly. He appeared like a schoolboy 
entering the long vacation. 

He said that he had ceased to count his 
congratulatory dispatches. They came 
from all parts of the country. 

He imparted interesting information 
about John Sherman’s selection. “I was 
not consulted about his appointment,” said 
the chairman. ‘“‘Major McKinley did not 
discuss the subject with me. The popular 
impression that there was a bargain where- 
by Senator Sherman made way for me is 
wrong. Major McKinley decided that Sher- 
man should go into his cabinet. He would 
have given me a place if I desired it. I 
have worked like a slave during the past 
year in politics and I cannot continue ‘n 
the same line. The treasury of the post- 
office would mean hard work for four years 
more.” 

Although Mr. Hanna did not say as much, 
he conveyed the impression that the two 
named places above named were the only 
ones he would have considered. 

“The first month of McKinley’s adminis- 
tration,” said he “will be the most impor- 
tant of all.

MAYOR STRONG WILL BE HONORED 


They Will Call on the City Officials 
Today and Inspect Many Institua- 
tions—-All Done in the Interest of 
Christian Ethies—Some Are Faint- 
Hearted. 


New York, February 2%.—The footsore 
“hobos,” who sat dozing in the reading 
room of the lodging, house at No. 270 Bow- 
ery last night, blinked in astonishment 
when eighteen well-dressed and prosperous 
looking young men entered and requested 
accommodations for the night. 

It is asserted on behalf of this particular 

hostelry that it is the finest of its kind in 
the.city, offering for the trifling sum of 
20 cents a room fitted with a gas jet and 
iron bedstead. 
. Seventeen of the novel guests were Yale 
Students, and their ciceron was William F. 
Blackman, professor of Christian ethics 
and sociology at the university. They ar- 
rived yesterday on the steamer Richard 
Peck to spend a day or two in practical 
study at close range of social conditions 
obtaining in the metropolis. 

Their determination to spend a night in 
a Bowery lodging house was part of the 
plan, and they denied that it had reference 
in any way to the study of entomology. 

SOME TURN BACK. 

The whole party numbered thirty, but 
some of its members weakened at the 
threshold of the lodging house and went to 
the homes of friends. 

The day was spent in visiting the public 
institutions on Ward's, Randall's and 
Biackwell’s islands, where much was learn- 
ed of the care of the poor, insane and 
criminal of the city. In the evening the 
party visited police headquarters and in- 
spected the museum, the rogues gallery and 
the general working of the department. 

Under the guidance of Detective Downing 
they then exployed the Bowery and China- 
town. After a visit to some of the music 
halls the party had supper in a Chinese 
restaurant and then inspected the double 
tenement house at No. 20 and 22 Pell street, 
where 800 persons are crowded together. 

At the josshouse the explorers had their 
fortunes told and then listened to the ac- 
tors in the Chinese theater. A visit to a 
Chinese club, and later to several of the 
Bowery morgues, where 6-cent whisky is 
sold to the unwary, ended a profitable 
evening of research.

He said he refused to sign a factor’s 
agreement with the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company and that he had, conse- 
quently, to pay more for sugar than those 
who had a factor’s agreemeni, 

Witness said that the American Sugar 
Refining Company had attempted to ex- 
clude the Louisiana planters’ sugar from 
competition. In 1896 he declared that those 
who held factor’s agreements with the 
American Sugar Refining Company were 
prohibited from handling Louisiana plan- 
ters’ sugar, but in 1897 they were allowed to 
hardle it under certain restrictions. 

From the teatimony of the witness it de- 
veloped that the American Sugar Refining 
Company, during the grinding season dur- 
ing which the southern crop of the coun- 
try is being produced, lowered thd price of 
sugar in St. Louis and immediately after 
the grinding season caused the price of its 
product to be increased.

J. C. Dayton said this morning that he 
was not the president and had not been 
since December. 

There was a big row betweei W. C. Hale, 
the vice president, and J. C. Dayton, the 
_ then president, the result of which was 
that Dayton resigned from the presidency 
and withdrew from the board of direc- 
tors. 

It is evident that this was the cause of 
the rupture. At the same time that Presi- 
dent Dayton resigned, F. H. Cathart, the 
treasurer, also resigned. This left Hale

four deeds were executed by the Union 
Loan and Trust Cofpany to W. C. Hale. 
One deed was for several lots in the city, 
transferred, it is claimed, in the deed for 
$12,875. The three others are for other 
property in Atlarta. One deed is for $20,000, 
another for $17,000 and one for $2,000... These 
deeds amount to over $61,000. 

Mr. Dayton said this morning that if 
the Union Loan and Trust Company ever 
received a cent for all this property, he 
never knew of it. 

ANSWER WILL BE MADE TODAY. 

When Mr. Dayton and Mr. Cathart re- 
signed in December, it practically wrecked 
the Union Loan Association. Anderson, 
Felder & Davis will file an amendment to 
their first petition, stating that the Union 
Loan and Trust Cofpany was transferred 
to New York; that new officers are said 
to have been elected, and that the presiednt 
and treasurer were New Yorkers, and that 
all that is left of the Union Loan and Trust 
Company is office fixtures, which amount to 
about $1,000. 

The row between Mr. Dayton and Mr. 
Hale was the beginning of Hale’s troubles. 
For years and years these two men had 
been running horse and horse. They were 
together in numerous associations; in fact, 
Mr. Hale never entered into anything that 
Mr. Dayton was not with him. 

Mr. Hale was asked to drop what inter- 
est he had in all the associations and or- 
ganizations in which Mr. Dayton had a 
ruling hand. It was the same way with 
Mr. Dayton where Mr. Hale held the ma- 
jority of the stock. 

ABOUT THE TRUST'S TAXES.

The books of the county 
show that this company returned $27,000 
for personal and real estate. Of this 
amount, $12,000 is for notes and mortgages, 
etc., $15,000 for real estate and $2W for 
office fixtures. The books of the city show 
that they rate their personal property, 
notes, debts, etc., at $58,500 and that their 
real estate at $27,000, making a total of 
$86, 000

This branch was organized with a capital 
stock of $10,000, two citizens of Lithonia 
putting up $3,000 and the main office in 
Atlanta putting up the other $7,000 in notes, 
The two stockholders in Lithonia paid for 
their stock with the stock of the Southern 
Mutual Building and Loan Association 
and the State Savings bank, both now de- 
funct concerns. 

The Lithonia enterprise claims that it 
had $2,600 in the State Savings bank when 
it went under. 

PRESIDENT DAYTON’S ANSWER.

He has been subjected to surveillance by 
several of the largeer stockholders of the 
association who are determined that he 
shall not get away until he has given an 
account of his stewardship and explained 
some of the mysterious rtansacticns which 
have developed in regard to his manage- 
ment of the association. 

Soon after Mr. Hale left Atianta for the 
east last week it began to be whispered 
around that he would not return for the 


for yesterday. As soon as this was known 
several of the most prominent stockhold- 
ers are said to have got together and 
formed plans for keeping a wetch on his 
movement in order that he could not get 
away if anything was. found to be wrong 
in his accounts. 

When this action was decided upon a de- 
scription of Hale was forwarded to New 
York, and he has been under the shadow of 
detectives ever since, and if he does not 
return to Atlanta steps will, in all proba- 
bility, be taken to bring him back. 

HERB 18S A POINTER FOR THEM. 

A statement was made in the meeting 
yesterday afternoon which did not attract 
very much attention at the time, but which 
has since been examined into by the direc- 
tors. 

It was to the effect that the Iowa Life In- 
surance Company had made a payment of 
$15,000 on the securities of the association 
which they hold. There is no record of 
this payment, and the directors are in- 
clined to believe that this money was ap- 
propriated by Hale, and@ that his business 
in New York is to secure the return of 
the securities and that he has given the 
life insurance company a second mortgage 
on his Peachtree street property to protect 
them. 

This matter was discussed by the di- 
rectors in their meeting last night and they 
decided to take some action looking to re- 
covering this money, be it either criminal 
or civil prosecution. 

A RAY OF HOPE. 

The directors have looked further into 
the affairs of the association and they are 
confident that there are several thousand 
dollars’ worth of assets which have not 
been accounted for in the report of the 
temporary receiver and they believe when 
they are unearthed that the association 
will be found to be in a much better con- 
Gition fhan it would appear that it is from 
the report made yesterday. 

It is openly charged that the report has 
been held back and the temporary receiver 
himself deceived by designing persons who 
are anxious to have the receivership made 
permanent. 

The directors will put their own account- 
anit to work on the books very soon, and 
they hope to have a much brighter report 
to make to the court which will prevent a 
perm @uent receiver being appointed and al- 
low them to wind the business up them- 
selves.

OLD NOT ENTIRELY RELEASED 


It Is Undegstood That They Are Sub- 
ject To Action in the Courts for 


Mismanagement of Affairs. 


MEETING ADJOURNED YESTERDAY 


The Stormy Session of the Duped 
Stockholders Came to an End Quiet- 
ly and the New Directors Are Left 
in Control—They Will Make a Thor- 
ough Investigation of the Associa- 


tion. 


The expected sensational developments 
did not transpire at the afternoon session 
of the stockholders’ convention of the 
Southern Mutual Building and Loan Asso- 
ciation yesterday. 

It was expected that Mr. Hale’s absence 
would create enough consternation in the 
convention to bring out a resolution that 
would move to take some step toward 
bringing that person back to the city. But 
it was not that way. 

Mr. Hale was virtually ignored. The 
convention seemed to have another object 
in view. The sentiment of the sharehold- 
ers present seemed to be that Mr. Hale 
could be attended to some time in the fu- 
ture, the most important step now being 
to take the association out of the hands of 
those who are friendly to the Hale crowd. 

The final result of the meeting was to 
that effect. The resignations of the old 
board of directors were accepted and a new 
board was elected. 

Chairman O’Byrne called the afternoon 
session to order promptly at 3 o’clock. The 
first business to come before the body was 
the report of the committee appointed at 
the morning session to make further in- 
vestigations regarding the Bates-Farley 
loan of $30,000 and the $15,000 held by Mr. 
T. B Felder. 

The eommittee reported that Mr. Far- 
rar, who could possibly throw some light 
on the Bates-Fiarley loan, was out of the 
city, therefore they had learned nothing 
that would tend to show how the transac- 
tion was made. 

MR. FELDER EXPLAINS. 

At this point Mr..Felder arose and asked 
that he be given an opportunity to ex- 
plain to the convention his connection with 
the $15,000 transaction. He explained that 
he only acted as an agent to negotiate the 
loan. He now held the securities and 
would turn them over on the payment of 
their value. 

Following Mr. Felder’s explanation, num- 
erous resolutions were read, each present- 
ing a different view as to what steps the 
convention ought to take. As a conse- 
quence the discussions became varied and 
more or less heated. 

With all these resolutions before the 
house things became somewhat confused 
and it was apparent that a wrangle would 
ensue when Mr. R. L. Berner, of Forsyth, 
arose and moved that all of the resolutions 
be laid on the table. Mr. Berner’s motion 
was carried. 

Upon the mction going into effect, Mr. 
Berner moved that the convention accept 
the resignations of the old directors, but he 
wanted it understood that in accepting the 
resignations of the retiring officers they 
would not be released from either civil or 
criminal liability. This motion was carried 
without a dissenting vote. 

Mr. F. Z. Curry, of Butts county, moved 
that a nominating committee of five from 
Georgia and one from each state represent- 
ed be appointed by the chair; this com- 
mittee to retire and name nine share- 
holders as a new board of directors.

DR. HAWTHORNE ROASTS SOCTETY. 

When seen this morning he said: 

“On returning to Atlanta I was gratified 
to see the ministers of the city engaged in 
a ciusade against certain social evils that 
have always threatened the peace and 
prosperity of the city. 

“Years ago I expressed the belief that 
the defalcations and embezzlements which 
have been so numerous in the city vere 
largely due to corrupting influences in the 
higher circles of society. 

‘‘“Many young men who began their busi- 
ness career in this city under favorable 
auspices have wrecked themselves in at- 
tempting to keep pace with the extrava- 
gance of the social circle to which they 
were admitted. 

“Many of these young men took their 
first lessons in gambling at the homes cof 
our best families. 

“Many of them created a_ thirst for 
strong drink in accepting the wine cup 
from the hands of Atlanta’s fairest and 


most influential women. 


“IT am in thorough sympathy with the 
ministers who appreciate the difficulty of 
promoting religion and morality among the 
masses of the people while such corruption 
and destructive practices are in vogue 
among those who claim to be the social 
leaders. 

“No reprobation is too severe for men 
and women, claiming to be Christians, who 
will participate in a game of progressive 
euchre in which a prize is offered. 

“The example of such people is net only 
disastrous to their own religious inftuence, 
but is corrupting in the last dezree té 
every strata of society. 

“While churches tolerate in their mem- 
bership such disgraceful exhibitions of im- 
morality, the world will laugh at their 
unavailing appeals to those who make no 
pretentions to Christian plety. 

“It is but fair to say that Atlanta is by 
no means exceptional in regard to these 
evils. Corruption in high life here is not 
more common than in a hundred other 
American cities. 

“The reformation which is needed here 
is needed in every great city of our great 
country. 

“I have just one other remark to make 
upon this subject,” said he. “The people 
who are chargeable with the corruptions 
to which I have referred are angels of 
light and purity in compurison with the 
moral assassins who attempt to destroy 
the influences of the brave and faithful by 
detraction and ridicule.” 

The many friends of Dr. Hawthorne will 
be glad to know of his recovery and are 
giad to have him in their midst once more. 

During the illness of Dr. Hawthorne, 
Rev. Frank Barnett, formally of <his city, 
is supplying his pulpit.

Mayor Evans this morning received a 
telegram from Stephenville, Tex., an- 
nouncing the death there last night of 
Colonel Carey W. Styles, formerly of At- 
lanta. 

In 1868 Colonel Styles and Anderson were 
managers of The Atlanta Constitution. 

Styles has been an invalid for two years 
and longer. 

Colonel Carey W. Stiles was one of the 
strongest factors in the re-establishment 
of white supremacy in Gedrgia during the 
troublous days of the carpet-bagger re- 
gime. 

In June, 1868, he left The Albany News, 
which he had been conducting, and sought 
a wider field for his vigorous pen by as- 
sociating himself with Colonel W. A. Hemp- 
hill and Colonel James H. Anderson in the 
publication of The Atlanta Constitution. 

He was one of the most forcible writers 
on the southern press and the vigor and 
strength of his expressions had a salutary 
effect upon the public during those days of 
demoralization. 

During that summer the legisiature, 
which was composed largely of negroes 
and carpet-bagger aliens, met in the old 
capitol. Colonel Stiles was bitterly op- 
posed to a certain measure that came up 
for discussion and which he considered as 
inimical to the welfare of the state, and 
after Hstening to the debates in the senate 
until he could contain himsel? no longer, 
he pitched into the senators and gave them 
such a cursing in open session as had never 
been heard before nor has ever been since, 
in a legislative assembly In Georgia. 

He was a tall, muscular, well-knit man, 
physically, and was of a swarthy complex-

The death of Rev. Dr. Leftwich removes 
one whose occupancy of the Central Pres- 
byterian pulpit was an era in Atlanta re- 
ligious circles.

In the midst of the conflict Dr. Leftwich 
was called to Baltimore and the* discussion 
dropped, but when he came back, twenty 
years later, he found that Dr. Landrum 
had renewed the fight, with all the vehe- 
mence with which he himself had 
started it.

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FOUR GENERATIONS OF ROYALTY. 
The Puzzle Is To Find the Oniy One Who Is Not Waiting for Something. 


During the near three-score years that 
Queen Victoria has occupied the throne or 
Britain she has been enabled to amass 
such an enormous fortune that the news 
published in the English papers, and like- 
wise contained in the cable dispatches sent 
to this country, to the effect that she is 
about to make a new will, in calculated to 
excite widespread interest—an interest ¢«x- 
tending to this side of the Atlantic, since 
it is known that no inconsiderable portion 
of her majesty’s wealth is invested in the 
United States. A 

Queen Victoria enjoys the distinction of 
being the first English sovereign who has 
ever had anything to leave. All of her 
predecessors upon the throne bequeathed 
to their successors nothing but debts, 
which parliament was called upon to pay. 
While the queen permitted the nation thus 
to settle the liabilities of her uncles, K'irg 
George IV and King William IV, sne made 
a point immediately after her succession 
to pay off in full the very large debts con- 
tracted by her father, the Duke of Kent, 
who had died while she was in the c.rliest 
infancy. 

This, thespertioning of her daughters, as 
well as sotme of her granddaughfefs, who 
have in @ach case received from her a 
dowry of $00,000 on marrying, and the set- 
tlement on one occasion of some very 
pressing liabilities of the prince of Wales, 
may be said to have constituted the only 
very heavy expenses which the queen has 
been called upon to meet since she ascend- 
ed the throne in 1837. | 
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From that time forth until the present 
day she has been in receipt of a civil. iist 
amounting to close upon $3,000,000 4 year. 
Of this the major portion is assigned to 
definite heads of royal expenditure. [ut 
$300,000 per annum is devoted tv what is 
called the queen’s privy purse, and con- 
stitutes her pocket money, of which no 
account is ever asked. } 

Besides this, she has at her disposal the 
net revenues of the duchy of Lanc:ster, 
which have amounted on an average to 
$300,000 a year more. From this it will be 
seen that after having all the expenses of 
every conceivable character, down to her 
very charities and servants’ wages, defray- 
ed out of the civil Hst, she has a sum of 
at least $600,000 each year to dispose of as 
she lists, and which she is known to have 
set aside. 

This in itself, when added up, represents 
a minimum of $36,000,000, and, when it Is 
remembered that the revenues of the 
duchy of Lancaster are all the time {fn- 
creasing, the net revenue for last year be- 
ing no less than £90,000, or $450,000, as com- 
pared with £60,000, or $300,000 ten years ago, 
and that, moreover, the queen's savings 
have been most judictously invested, for 
the most part in Idnd-which has increased 
almost tenfold in value during the last 
half-century, it is no exaggeration to esti- 
mate the present fortune of her majesty 
from these sources alone as in the neigeh- 
borhood of $100,000,000. 


es «+ & @ 

In addition to this it must be borne In 
mind that-all the savings out of those par- 
ticular branches of the civil Ist that are 
assigned to the various departments of the 
rolay household are turned over to the 
queen. These savings are estimated in par- 
Hiament and expert authority to have 
amounted, since the death of the prince 
consort deprived the court of St. James of 
so much of its old-time splendor, to some 
$250,000 per annum. 

The prince consort is known to have left 
a will bequeathing his entire fortune to the 
queen, although it was never admitted to 
probate or officially divulged. During the 
t®enty-three years that had intervened te- 
tween his marriage and his death he had 
received from the English treasury an an- 
nuity of $150,000, besides which he had a 
private fortune of his own which yielded 
him about $20,000 a year more. 

As the queen’s husband he had practical- 
ly no expenses of any kind to meet, sirce 
they were all defrayed, like those of her 
majesty, out of the assigned vortions of the 
civil list, and it is known that he was able 
to set aside and invest at least $100,000 a 
year throughout his married life.. The: for- 
tune bequeathed by the prince consort to 
his widow is estimated to have aitained 
at the present day the minimum value of 
$25,000,000. *¢¢e 3 


Finally, it must be taken into considera- 
tion that several bequests have been made 
to the queen by rich people who were 
either without relatives or else whose feel- 
ings of loyalty were superior to their senti- 
ments of regard for their kinsfolk. One 


man alone left her majesty a fortune of 


$4,000,000, which at compound interest, has 
already more than doubled itself. With re- 
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any regard of, the utmost care has been 
taken with regard to their acceptance. 

The points to be considered are, first of 
all, the possibility of the surviving rela- 
tives of the testator bringing suit to con- 
test the will, in which case the person of 
her majesty would be exposed to pr}-ular 
ill-will, while the manner in which the 
money bequeathed is invested is likewise 
a matter for serious consideration. 

Just what the disposition of Queen 
toria’s immense property under jer 
will will be it is difficult to say. lt may 
safely be taken for granted, however, that 
the two of her children who will ve most 
benefited thereby will be her favorites, the 
duke of Connaught, and especially Princess 
Beatrice. Osborne will probably be left to 
the princess, who is already governor of 
the Isle of Wight, in which it is situated, 
while Balmoral is expected to go to the 
duke. 
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Princess Louise, the queen's third sur- 
viving daughter, has no children, and will, 
moreover, within a short space of time 
enter jointly with her husband into the 
possession and enjoyment of the entailed 
estates of her father-in-law, the duke of 
Argyll, who is advanced in years and in 
feeble health. She may, therefore, be con- 
sidered as well provided for, whereas the 
two children of the queen’s youtigest son, 
the late duke of Albany, will be entirely 
dependent on whatever her majesty may 
bequeath to them. 

The queen’s second daughter, Princess 
Helena, is at present. badly off from a 
financial point of view, her ausband, j’rince 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, being one 
of those impecunious German princes who 
form the subject of so much abuse in the 
radical press of “ngland. But Prince 
Christian is next heir to the large entailed 
property of his nephew, Duke Guenther of 
Schleswig-Holstein, brother of the German 
empress, as well as to his annuity trom 
the Prussian government of $80,900, which 
Duke Guenther’s father accepted for the 
surrender of his rights to the duchies of 
Schleswig and Holstein, now incorporated 
into the kingdom of Prussia. 

Queen Victoria’s second son, the saiior, 
Prince Alfred, has suceeeded to the sover-

BELIEF THAT THE OHIO RIVER 
WILL NOW GO DOWN, 


Immense Damage Has Been Done and 
the Number of Families Driven 
from Their Homes Is Over 
Nine Hundred. 


Cincinnat!, O., February 26.—At 8 o’clock 
last night the Ohio river was sixty feet 
eight and one-quarter inches and rising 
only at the rate of three-quarters of an 
inch per hour. A standstill will undoubted- 
ly be reached before midnight. 

A careful estimate made last night puts 
the number of families driven from home 
at 900 In Newport alone. The damage in 
that city will not fall below $150,000. 

All railroads are still using temporary 
depots. Very little freight is being handled. 
The Big Four grain elevator has shut 
down. Owing to flooded warehouses only 
ene of the eight tobacco houses held sales 
today. As many Cincinnati voting places 
are engulfed there promises to be great 
confusion at the republican primaries to- 
morrow. 

The loss to the gardeners in this vicinity 
will be heavy as their hotbeds and gardens 
are swept away.

A conservative estimate places the num- 
ber of families in the east end of the city 
that have been driven from their homes or 
to upper stories at 200. The Fulton public 
school building its surrounded by several 
feet of water.

Atlanta, Ga., February 26—During the 
past tweney-four hours one of the most ex- 
tensivo cold waves of the season has devel- 
oped in the extreme northwest and is mov- 
ing southeastward with considerable ener- 
gy. It is accompanied with abnormally 
high jwessure, nearly one inch above nor- 
mal near its center. Its crest now extends 
from North Dakota to Louisiana. It has 
caused a decided fall in temperature in the 
north and northwest. Tho line of zero tem- 
perature runs from the eastern lakes to 
northern Kansas, while in the upper Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri valleys it ranges 
from 20 to 24 degrees below zero this morn- 
ing. The following stations report tem- 
perature below zero: Bismarck and Huron, 
24 degrees below; St. Paul, 2 below; Oma- 
ha 1¢ below, and Marquette 8 below. The 
effects of the cold wave are already felt as 
far southeast as Vicksburg and will be felt 
in this section during the ensuing thirty-six 
hours. It will probably reduce the tempera- 
ture in Atlanta to ® degrees or lower by 
Saturday morning. Cloudy weather pre- 
vails in the central valleys this morning 
with snow falling at St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
Chicago and in northwestern Texas.

Judge Matthews’s Bondsmen Again 
Appeal To Governor Atkin- 
son for Release. 


SAY SMITH DECEIVED THEM 


They Charge That He Told Them That 
He Would Advise Judge Matthews 


To Secure a New Bond. 


DOUBT MATTHEWS’S INNOCENCE 


They Claim That No Respectable Per- 
son in the Vicinity of Matthews’s 
Home Has as Yet Acknowledged 
Signing the Affidavits Presented to 


the Governor, 


The Crawford county sensation threatens 
to break out In a new place. 

When Governor Atkinson rendered his de- 
cision after the hearing of the affidavits 
in the case of charges preferred against 
Judge J. N. Matthews, ordinary of the 
county,- exonerating him from the charges, 
it was supposed that the matter was ended. 

But W. J. Walker and L. C. Futrell, the 
bondsmen of Matthews who asked to be re- 
leased from their obligations,.are dissatis- 
fied with the turn given to the case. 

They feel that they were misled by Colo- 
nel R. D. Smith, representing Matthews, 
and that they did not appear because they 
say that he assured them that he had ad- 
vised Judge Matthews to secure another 


bond. 

“Not because we believed that we could 
not substantiate the charges,’ reads the 
letter, “but believing Colonel Smith to be 
dealing with us in a spirit of fairness and 
with that statement you would release us, 
we rested our case.” , 

Then the letter goes on in a very em- 
phatic manner, stating that “If you were 
here in this county you would find out 
that nine out of every ten persons believe 
the reports about Judge Matthews, and we 
been advised by some of the best 
people in the county to get up a petition 
asking you not to let him make a new 
bond. They say that they can get nearly 
every man in the county to sign said peti- 
tion, but all we ask is to be released and 
as your honor has passed upon the matter 
and was misled by false statements and not 
being familiar with the legal procedure 
in such cases, will have to abide the decis- 
ion unless another remedy is furnished us.”’ 

, ROAST FOR COLONEL SMITH. 

The writers administer a roast to Colo- 
nel Smith, and in reference to the affidavits 
they say, “Now, we do not know whose af- 
fidavits Mr. Smith procured, but know no 
one of respectability in this immediate vi- 
cinity of Knoxville, where the sensation 
sprung and where Mr. Matthews makes his 
home, has ever let it be known that they 
signed any such affidavits. 

‘Now, we know that if we had been pres- 
ent when the case was heard by your Lon- 
or on the 17th instant we could have proved 
by Colonel R. D. Smith, as he had on more 
than one occasion told us, and in our pres- 
ence, that Mr. Matthews was certainly 
guilty of the churge. Now as to the sen- 
sational charge against Mr. Matthews, 
where the girl was mentioned, Colone! 
R. D. Smith is the only person that we 
have heard make this charge direct, which 
he did without any qualification whatever, 
and this the colonel has done since he pro- 
cured his so-called affidavits.’’ 

THEY WANT TO BE RELEASED. 

The letter goes on to state that the writ- 
ers never intended that any harm should 
come to Judge Matthews through the pub- 
licity given to the matter and that they 
simply desired to ba released from theii 
obligations as tney considered him an _ un- 
reliable man. 

In reply Governor Atkinson wrote them 
that the case had been heard by him ag 
provided for in section 170 of the code, and 
had been decided on the evidence submitted 
to him and that for some reason unknown 
to him they had failed to appear at the time 
to endeaver to sustain the charges made, 
although they had been given ample op- 
portunity to do so. He also directed them 
that if any other reasons why they should 
be released from the bond they were at 
liberty to submit them and that. he would 
give them a hearing

Meeting of the Board of Education 
Yesterday Afternoon, 


| IMPORTAN T ACTION TAKEN 


Teachers Are Not Allewed Pay for 
Time When They Were Absent—The 
Nine Per Cent Cut Again Up fer 
Ceonsideration—An Old Ordinance 
Creates Some Trouble—The Girls’ 


Night School. 


The board of education met yesterday 
afternoon with the following members 
present: Thomson, Kontz, T. A. Ham- 
mond, Connally, Lowry, Glenn, Beatie, 
Hendrix, W. R. Hammond, Pendleton, 
Smith, Bray, Calhoun, Nelson, Hulsey and 


Mason. 

Superintendent Slaton read his report 
for the past month. He laid considerable 
stress on the good work the Girls’ Night 
school was doing. There had been little 
sickness among the children except the 
mumps, which had had full sway. Three 
cases of scarlet fever had been reported. 

A little breeze arose when the report of 
the finance. committee came up for con- 
sideration. It was shown that President 
Thomson had instructed the superintendent 
to pay the teachers for time which they 

had lost. by .absenees. . This amounted to 
128. President Thomson explained that 
1e had taken this action because the res- 

“lution adopted by the board at its last 
session had authorized the payment of 
salaries with a reduction of 9 per cent, 
ind nothing was said about docking the 
teachers for time lost. It was explained 
that it was the intention of the board to 
follow the same old rule in this mat- 
ter. 

President Thomson stated that he believ- 
ed the former action of the board was 
‘legal and he did not think the teachers 
should suffer in one way from an unlaw- 
ful act and not receive a benefit in an- 
other direction. 

NOT PAID FOR TIME AWAY. 

The finance ccm mittee recommended that 
the teachers he not paid for lost time, and 
the recommendation was adopted. 

It was shown that the minutes of the 
board stated that there was to be a gen- 
eral cut of 9 per cent, and Captain Lowry 
said that his resolution on that subject, 
which he had had copied by Mr. G. N. 
tiurtel, of The Evening Constitution, was 
worded so as to read: “A reduction of 9 
per cent, or as much as might be neces- 
sary.’’ On motion, the minutes were cor- 
rected so as to read as in that way. 

In this connection Superintendent Slaton 

made a statement to the effect that the 
percentage of Captain Lowry came within 
$2 of the appropriation. This was wonder- 
fully close figuring. 

it was the sense of the board that if 
at the close of the session there was any 
money over and above the salaries paid 
with the reduction of 9 per cent, the sur- 
plus would be given the teachers. 

President Thomson called the attention 
of the board to the fact that he was in 
ceceipt of a communication from the mayor 
‘alling his attention to an ordinance re- 
quiring advertisements for supplies to 
pass through the hands of the city comp- 
troller. 

“If this ordinance is enforced,’’ declared 
the president, ‘I will not take the respon- 
sibility hereafter to sign any orders or 
‘hecks without the action of the full 
boe rd.’’ 

Captain Lowry and others thought the 
board of education was exempt from any 
such law. The matter was referred to a 
special committee for investigation. 

Captain Lowry moved that the chairman 
of the committee on public buildings and 
grounds purchase a table especially for the 
newspaper reporters. This motion was 
seconded by Colonel Glenn, with the dis- 
tinct understanding that it meant no re- 
‘lection on the reporters. The motion was 
idopted. 

On motion, the committee on teachers was 
instructed to look after the new Girls’ 
Night school, to be opened in the Edgewood 
Avenue school building on March Sth. The 
-on mittee was given power to act in the 
selection of a teacher. 

The board th2n adjourned.

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University Lectures. 


The course of university extension lec- 
tures given by Professor Dunn, under the 
auspices of the Woman’s Club, has been 
‘most successful and profitable. Mrs. J. 
K: Ottley, president of the club, and Mrs. 


A. E. Buck, chairman of the university 


committee, should feel very much gratified 
at the success of their efforts in the mat- 
ter. 

These lectures were not undertaken by 
the club for the purpose of making money. 
The original design was to present to the 
members of the club a specific line of work 
and to assist other towns in Georgia to 
do the same thing for their club mem- 
bers and for the public in general. To do 
this; it was necessary for the Atlanta club 
to make money enough, if possible, to as- 
sist other towns in the circuit in paying 
expenses, should they be unable to do this 
for themselves, thus assuming responsibil- 
ity for the entire enterprise. However, 
the enterprise was so successful that the 
club succeeded in clearing over $200. 

The circuit of five towns taking the course 
of university extension lectures worked 
out with great success in every particular. 
Every town paid up without delay or diffi- 
culty all that was due. As to benefits ac- 
cruing, it may be said that Atlanta proba- 
bly received most monetary and least in- 
tellectual profit from the course. This may 
doubtless be explained by the fact that 
Atlanta's audience being much larger than 
that in any other town, less discussion 
could take place and so much of the study 
spirit was missed. In Knoxville, for in- 
stance, a group of about forty people, near- 
ly of a kind in point of mental culture and 
desires, met in private parlors, and after 


each lecture spent an hour or more in dis- 


cussing the lecture on scientific lines. They 
held a meeting a week after the course 
closed to summarize what they had learn- 
ed and to form a University Extension 
Club to insure lectures in the future. 

Macon expécts to undertake at once a 
university extension course in- literature, 
conducted by one of the professors at Wes- 
leyan, who is a University of Chicago man, 
and a study class running in connesttion 
with lectures. The original promoters of 
the movement in the different cities have 
been Miss Crozier and Miss Rule, of Knox- 
ville; ‘the Woman’s Club of which Mrs. J.

MORNING GOSSIP ON COTTON. 


By Private Wire to the Sonthern Exchange. 

New York, February 26.—The Liverpool 
cottor market continues very firm. Fu- 
tures there opened at an advance of ?-6id 
this mofning. An increcsed demand for 
Spot cotton is reported, sales fcr today ag- 
gregating 20,000 bales, the largest in a long 
time. The apparent disposition of foreign 
spinners to secure their necessary supplies 
at current prices is the most encouraging 
feature in the situation. As the market 
improves it seems to gain additional 
strength. 

Stocks of all kinds in Liverpool now ag- 
gregate 1,403,000, against 1,384,000 last week 
and 1,150,000 last year. Of the above, 1, 223,- 
000 bales are American, against 1/217,000 
last week and 60,000 last year. 

Receipts at the ports today point to about 
32,000 bales, against 11,492 last week and 
12,334 last year. 

The situation in the cotton market is 
daily developing strength. Spot cotton in 


New York is now very closely controlled 


and all local elements of weakness have 
been eliminated from the situation. I be- 
lieve that cotton is destined to sell much 
higher. 

Cotton continues to advance in response 
to the conditions which everywhere justi- 
fy the movement. A prominent exporting 
house is in the market again today buying 
freely un slight concessions. The room 
traders ure still rather bearish. A private 
cable says Manchester is active and doing 
&@ large business, with good trade demand 
{cr cotton. 

Liverpool, February 26.—Additional sales 
of 5,000 bales American are reported, mak- 
ing the total sales of the day 20,000.

New York, February 26.—Reading the

They certainly will have no 
effect upon those whose calm cool judg- 
ment can penetrate the absolute condition 
of affairs. In 120 hours by the clock the 
fifty-fourth congress will be as dead as a 
door nail, the senate, the disgrace to the 
country, will be unable to accomplish any- 
thing in the interval and the house of 
representatives, misnamed the lower house, 
shows through its decorous attitude that 
it is not even in sympathy with the lords 
of superior creation—our senators.

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A SCHOONER FIRED ON. 


Spanish Gunboat Chases and Threws 
Solid Shot at the S. G. Haskell, 
an American Vessel. 


Delaware Breakwater. February %.—Pre- 
sumably .taken for a filibuster by what the 
captain thinks was a Spanish gunboat, the 
schooner 8. G. Haskell. which arrived here 
yesterday from Cienfuegos, was thrice fired 
on off the Cuban coast on the night of 
February 7th. The Haskell left Cienfuegos 
on February 7th and as she was beating 
her way out to sea that night off the 
mouth of the San Juan river those aboord 
observed two flashes and the revorts of 
guns from somewhere in toward shore. 

The Haskell’s people paid.no particular 
attention to the guns, as they did not sup- 
pose that they were directed toward them, 
but at third report and the whistie of a 
solid shot passing close by and falling into 
the sea beyond the schooner speedily un- 
deceived them. 

With his night glass the captain made 
out a-stcamer fellowing close after them 
and showing no lights. He was able to 
see that the steamer had a low black hull 
and the upper works were painted some 
light color. After the third shot and ap- 
proaching quite close, but without hailing, 
the steamer put about and steamed shore- 
ward without further molesting the Has- 
kell. 


LITHONIA BANK FAILS, 


The Lithonia bank went into the hands 
of a receiver yesterday afternoon. 

This institution was organized as a branch 
of the Union Loan and Trust Company, of 
Atlanta, one of the concerns in which W. 
C. Hale was interested. It had a capital 
stock of $10,000, $3,000 of it being taken by 


, citizens of Lithonia and the other $7,000 by 
_ the Atlanta home office. 


The failure was caused by the collapse 
of the State Savings bank, of Atlanta, and 
the Union Loan and Trust Company go- 
ing into the hands of a receiver. The Lith- 
onia bank 892d about $3,000 on deposit in 
the savings bank when that institution 
went under, 

The assets of the Lithonia bank consist 
of about $300 in cash, which was left in the 
treasury yesterday after a lively run which 
was made on it; solvent notes and mort- 
gages amounting to about $5,000 or $6,000; 
the bank building, valued at $1,200; and fur- 
niture and fixtures worth about $400. The 
liabilities are about the same amount. The 
deposits due amount to some $5,000 or $6,000, 
all of which is due the officers of the con- 
cern except $1,500. :

These 
with R. H. Hollingsworth, from the board 
of directors.

A DECISIVE BATTL. 

New York, February 2%.—A dispatch to 
The Sun from Havana says: 

The setate of Juan Criollo, near Arroyd 
Bianco, in the province of Santa Clara, is 
becoming famous in the history of the Cu- 
ban revolutions. Besides the great victory 
General Gomez won there on February Ist, 
over Colonel Arjona, the Cuban general. 


has just obtained in the same place the 


most important success for. the Cuban 


arms since the revolution began. 

This last battle was very hotly contested 
ana the battlefield extended to another. es- 
tate called La Reforma, adjoining on the 
west. The battle was fought six days ago, 
and the utmost efforts.of the Spanish au- 
thoritides in Havana have been exerted to 
suppress all news of the engagement, but 
now that private reports have reached this 
city giving full details of Spanish defeat, 
the usual offictal report has been published 
claiming a victory. 

HAS A DISHEARTENING EFFECT. 

From the very text of the official report 
it is easy to see what a disheartening effect 
the news has had upon the authorities. 
They confess that Generals Gasco, Segura 
and Ruis, each at the head of a column, 
had to join forces for united action against 
Gomaz, and they assert that the result 
of their alleged victory is that Gomez is 


in a difficult position, being unable efther 


to force the trocha to the east or invade 
the province of Matanzas to the west. 

A long cable dispatch from the Marquis 
of Ahumada to the duke of Tetuan and 
General Azcarraga is said to have describ- 
ed the situation as it actually exists. The 
duke answered at once, asking for details 
and a few hours later the well-known 
trick of turning defeats into victories was 
played in the fork of enthusiastic con- 
gratulations from the government to Gen- 
erals Gasco, Segura and Ruiz, and in gen- 
eral to the army. 

The facts, derived from the best and 
most reliable sources, are as follows: 

General Gasco at the head of 1,500 men 
met General Gomez about 1 o’clock in the 
afternoon on the estate of Juan Criollo. 
Gomez was marching to the west with 3,000 
men. The fear inspired by Gomez’s name 
among the Spaniards and his numerical 
advantage caused General Gasco to give 
orders to retire, while his rear guard was 
instructed to keep up a show of fighting 
to prevent the Cubans from too rapidly 
pursuing. 

GOMEZ SPOILS GASCO’S PLANS. 

But Gomez spoiled the little plan by order- 
ing his cavalry to advance rapidly on the 
flanks of the Spanish column and involve 
Gasco in a simultaneous attack cn both 
flanks. As soon as this movement was 
observed by Gasco he ordered his column 
to form a squad and stand with fixed bay- 
orets against the Cuban cavalry. 

Gomez’s cevalry and infantry then be- 
gan to fire on the compact .body pre- 
sented by the Spanish square. The ad- 
vantage of the Cubans was tremenous, 
as they presented less mass to the volleys 
of the Speniards, and as soon as the lai- 
ter sought to leave the square and deploy 
themselves also in guerrilla order, the Cu- 
ban cavalry attacked them, obliging them 
to take their former position. The fight 
had been in progress two hours and Gasco 
had already lost more than 100 men killed, 
when General Segura appeared with a col- 
umn of 2,000 men from the direction of the 
estate of La Reforma. Fortunately for 
Gcrrez, the Spanish re-enforcem2nts came 
from the west and not from the east, or 
otherwise he would have been himself 
caught between two fires. 

Segura advanced resolutely against the 
right side of the Cuban cavalry, obliging 
Gomez to withdraw the two lines with 
which he was attacking Gasco. The Cu- 
ban cavalry then formed in one body to 
the left and the infantry faced the fire 
of Segura’s troops. All this was in the 
main plain, on the estate of Juan Criollo, 
and the odds appeired then to be against 
Gomez, who had begun the battle with 
3,000 men against 1,500, but was now facing 
3,500 men, of which Segura’s column was 
composed of fresh soldiers just entering the 
field. 

ARTILLERY DID EFFECTIVE WORK. 

But unexpectedly for the Spaniards, the 
Cuban artillery, which Gomez had not yet 
called into action, began to fire from the 
higher of the two prominent hills on the 
estate. The dynamite gun, which in the 
earlier battle of Juan Criollo was not very 
€ffective, now did splendid work. Three 
shells exploding in the ranks of Segura 
were enough to throw the Spaniards into 
confusion, blowing up, as they did, a whole 
guerrilla-of fifty "men of the Spanish forces 
hailing from Las Villas. 

Gasco was then on the La Reforma es- 
tate, having taken advantage of the en- 
gagement between Segura and Gomez to 
rete to that place. Then the Segura 
force also retired to the same place, severe- 
ly harassed by Gomez. Seeing that the 
forces of Segura were also defeated, Gasco 
sent messengers to the west asking help 
from Jatibuonico or Tagasco: While both 
the Spanish columns were trying with: all 
their might on La Reforma estate to get 
the better of Gomez, General Ruiz came 
to their aid with 1,200 more men. 

THE SPANISH RE-ENFORCED, 7 

At the approach of these further Spanish 
re-enforcements, Gomez retired to the Juan 
Criollo estate. They were again in the 
plain where Arjona was so terribly defeat- 
ed on February ist. The Cuban cavairy 
suddenly turned on both sides and attack- 
e@ them, while the patriot infantry, hold-

The news of this battle reached General

again it is affirmed that his iliness was 
produced by the shock of the news of this 


battle. 

Since the battle of Peraljo was fought, 
when Maceo routed Martinez Campos, no 
other battle so important has occurred In 
the Cuban war. The Spanish are terribly 
discouraged. The blow is a brilliant mas- 
ter stroke by Gomez. It will usher in the 
winter season with all Cubans in good 


spirits.. 
GENERAL LEE’S STAND. 

New York, February 26.—A special! cable 
dispatch to The Herald from Havana says: 

The reports which have been received 
here that Secretary Olney stifl denies the 
statement that Consul General Lee asked 
that warships be sent to back up his de- 
mands for proper protection of American 
citizens, have not changed the situation in 
the slightest degree. They are ridiculous 
in the light of present events. 

I have the very highest authority for 
saying that Consul General Lee's attitude 
toward the murder of Dr. Ruiz and the 
imprisonment of G. W. Scott remains just 
as it was when he made his protest in the 
state department. 

He has not recalled his resignation or his 
demand that he be removed from office if 
his policy regarding the demand for the re- 
lease of American citizens be not sus- 
tained.

The Most Energetic Actions Are Now 
Being Taken To Investigate 
Dr. Reaiz’s Death. 


Washington, February 26.—Official cable- 
grams from Madrid, received at Spanish 
legation regarding the death of Ruiz, show 
that the government is aroused to the most 
energetic action and that orders have gone 
forward to Cuba to have a most thorough 
investigation into the affair, 

This is regardless of the question of 
Ruiz’s nationality, for whether he is an 
American or not, the government has de- 
termined that if the crime has been com- 
mitted, those guilty shall be punished. 

In the meantime no efforts are being 
spared to determine_whether Ruiz was an 
American citizen & not and under both 
the state department and the legation au- 
thorities records are being searched. 

So far it can be found only that Ruiz, 
then a dental student, took out his first pa- 
pers declaring his intentions in Philadel- 
phia, December 19, 1877. 

This was near the close of the last revo- 
lution. He soon graduated as a dentist and 
returned to Guanabacoa, in 1880, where he 
has practiced ever since. 

It cannot be learned that he ever return- 
ed to the United States nor does it appear 
that he lived here long enough to acquire 
naturalization. 

However, the Madrid government will 
push the investigation of his death just as 
forcibly as possible and if General Lee's 
charges are correct—that the doctor was 
killed or driven to suicide by his jailers— 
the severest punishment of military law 
will be executed on those responsible.

TO MEASURE PRISONERS. 


ALL PENITENTIARY PRISONERS TO 
BE MEASURED HEREAFTER. 


Work Begun This Morning—System of 
Description Sent to Jailere—They 
Make the Measurements and 

Record Them. 


All of the prisoners in Fulton county 
jail charged with murder, and all those 
who are sentenced to the penitentiary, 
were this morning subjected to an exam- 
ination somewhat on the order of the Ber- 
tillon method. 

Sheriff Nelms, who ts trying to do more 
toward making it an impossibility for @ 
prisoner to escape than any ither sheriff 
ever in the Atlanta office, issued the in- 
struction this morning that the examina- 
tion must be made. 

"This is the first time that this has ever 
been done in Atlanta,” said Sheriff Nelms 
this morning. ‘“‘We are doing this so that 
if any one of the prisoners succeeds in es- 
caping jail or escapes the law, we will have 
a full description of them so that thetr 
identity will be possible, it matter not how 
he may be altered. 

“There will be a book kept by the jailers 
with the descrtptions that I have sent 
fully recorded. We can find the record of 
any man who has ever been charged with 
murder or sent to the penitentiary through 
our jail if he is ever wanted again.” 

This is an important move on the part 
of Sheriff Nelms. The police have adopt- 
ed the Bertillon system, but this is one 
of Sheriff Nelms’s original ideas. It’s a 
good thing and is what has been needed 
for years. 

SHERIFF NELMS'S ORDER. 

The order sent to the jailers this morn 
ing reads: : 

“To the Jailer—On and after this date 
you will take a full description of each and 
every person committed to jail charged 
with murder and of all persons sentenced 
to the penitentiary. Such description will 
be as follows in each case, viz: 

“Name, sex, color, age, nationality, 
height, weight, color of eyes, color of hair, 
scars, borthmarks, moles, any . deformity, 
where from, married or single, any arrest 
previously and with what crime charged 
when previously arrested, and such other 
facts as you can elicit from such person 
that may lead to identification in the fu- 
ture. 

“This description must be “uniformly re- 
corded on the jail records and an accurate 
copy forwarded to this office in every in- 
stance as noted above. Keep this order 
before you and as your guide and follow 
it item for item.
